The diminutive former

coed whose real name is Mrs. Iva 
d'Aquino stood in abject silence as 
Federal Judge Michael J. Roche 
pronounced sentence. 


Shortly before 
the 
court pro- 
nounced judgment yesterday Mrs. 
d'Aquino said: 


"I couldn't believe they 
would 
send me to jail. I did everything I 
could for the Americans." 


The sentence appeared to 
stun 
the 33-year-old woman who stood 
with downcast eyes, body 
stiffly 
tensed and hands clasped behind 
her. 


She had been standing for 
al- 


most a half hour while 
Defense 
Attorney Wayne Collins 
pleaded 


for the minimum sentence— five 
years imprisonment and the $10,- 
000 fine. The maximum is death.

Russia Sets Up 
Government 
in Germany 


Berlin, Oct. 7 — f/P)—The East 
Jerman republic—Russia's newest 
satellite—was 
proclaimed 
today 


under the leadership 
of 
German 
communists. 


The German 
Peoples 
council, 
leretofore 
a 
pro - Soviet 
public 
"German Democrati! republic!.'' 


The Germans now have two sep- 
arete regimes—the 
one 
for 
the 
eastern part of the country estab- 
lished t today 
and the 
recently 
lormed west German government 
which has authority in the Ameri- 
can, 
British and French 
occupa- 


tion zones. 


A president, premier 
and 
full 
cabinet for the East German re- 
public will be named next week. 
The new Red regime was built up 
without the formality of elections 
in a week of intensive Soviet-fos- 
tered propaganda. 


Preceding the proclamation 
of 
the new government the peoples' 
council 
unanimously 
adopted 
a 
manifesto to all Germans 
which 
the communists central committee 
had drawn up. The manifesto calls 
for a fight against the West Ger- 
man 
republic 
by 
a 
"national 
front," including elements with a 
Nazi past who promised 
to 
be 
Democrats in the future. 


Both the East and West govern- 


ments hope ultimately to be the 
government for all German}'. 


Described by the communists as 
a "great hour of German history" 
the formation 
of 
the 
people's 
chamber of the East republic fol- 
lowed seven approving speeches 
by communist sympathizers in the 
council. No one spoke against the 
resolution. 


The council agreed to meet for 


the first time as a people's cham- 
ber later today.

There was one bright note of the 


labor front. The CIO International

men's union and seven stevedoring 
firms agreed to settle Hawaii's 
five month old strike.

wage hike of 14 cents an hour. The 
union struck for a pay boost of 32 
cents.

you ever wonder what happens to 
the social security tax 
you 
pay 


into the old-age pension plan? 


There are arguments over how 
that tax N money is handled. 
But 


there is no sign that the present 
system will be changed. 


The arguments will be 
outlined 


briefly here. But, first, here is the 
background. 


If you're covered by the pension 


plan, you and your boss each pay 
yearly one per cent of your salary 
up to the first $3,000. 


That's a total of two per cent 


you and your boss pay. The gov- 
ernment now is collecting yearly 
about $1,800,000,000 that way. 


Out of that, it's paying yearly 


in p e n s i o n s and other benefits
